THE ALBERTA-ONTARIO COAL RATE 


Joha Hlowcy, Ealtor 


Unless a $9.00 rate will get the business it is) 


is merely a ‘‘gesture.’’ A reduction from $12.70 
means nothing unless it will enable the Ontario 
consumer to buy Alberta domestic coal in com- 
petition with Pennsylvania anthracite. Recently 
Howard Stutchbury told the senate commitee on 
fuel supply that in 1921 the people of Ontario and 
Quebec paid 52 million dollars for anthracite coal 
from the United States. Of a total of 4% million 
tons of anthracite imported by the two provinces 
Ontario took tliree million tons, at an average 
vrice of approximately $12 a ton, The people of 
Omario have been using anthracite for many 
years. Their furnaces and stoves are adapted to 
its use. To them it is the only domestic fuel. 

Fuel conditions have changed since 1921. The 
quantity of anthracite available is diminishing, 
while the demand is increasing with increase of 
population in the eastern part of the United 
States, Canada, that was a favored customer a 
few years ago, is now on the list as a second 
choice. During the past winter anthracite ship- 
ments to Canada were irregular, the quality poor 
and the price seriousiy increased, Naturally the 
Untario consumer is looking for relief, He has 
heard of Alberta coal and wants to know more 
about it. 

The experiments recently made in Toronto 
have demonstrated that Alberta domestic 18 & 
satisfactory substitute for anthracite. It is clean 
to handle, is as free from soot, has less ash and no 
cinders and is more easily controlled. It will 
burn satisfactorily in the same stoves and furn- 
aces as anthracite and gives out ample heat. Jor 
these reasons it is an ideal substitute for anthra- 
cite, There is no question as to equality of serv- 
ice; the only question is as to comparative cost. 
It is admitted that a ton of anthracite burned in a 
furnace under continuous operation will give out 
more heat than a ton of Alberta domestic burned 
under like circumstances, It must be expected, 
therefore, that the latter must take a somewhat 
lower price; because it will be some time before 
consumers will realize its advantage in supplying 
heat when it is needed and shutting off the sup- 
ply when it is not needed. This feature of Al- 
berte domestic makes it at least equally valuable 
with anthracite in the variable winter climate 
of Ontario. But consumers must appreciate that 
fact before they will pay an equal price. 

A letter recently received by an Edmonton 
citizen from a friend in Toronto says: 

‘‘T was in Simpson's the other day and they 
were demonstrating Alberta coal in a big furn- 
ace in the basement. My own fear is that even 
if your Alberta coal was brought here in good 
condition the delivery charges would be very 
high. JI got all we needed to keep us warm 
this winter and expect every day to get in next 
winter’s supply. There was a good deal of 
suffering, as some households could not get a 
supply of even soft coal, and of course some 
dealers took advantage of the scarcity and 
charged very high prices. The usual price for 
anthracite was $15.50. T paid $16.50 for a ton 
of cannel, but it was worth it for use in the 
grates.’’ 

Although the writer of the above places the 
price of anthracite in Toronto at $15.50 it would 
not be wise to assume that it will not, or could 
not be reduced below that figure under stress of 
competition. If there is a strike of anthracite 
miners in August, as there may be, or an increase 
in wages as there probably will be, the tendency 
will be towards greater scarcity and higher 
prices. But if there is no strike and wages are 
not increased, as they may not be, there is no 
doubt that last winter’s prices could and would 
be shaded considerably if that were necessary to 
hold the Ontario market. It would not be wise 
to make present calculations on increased anthra- 
cite costs and prices. At present egg anthracite 
is selling at the mines at $8.80 to $9 per 2,000 
pound ton, Add a $2.00 freight rate to Toronto 
and distribution costs of $2.00 and the delivery 
price of egg anthracite in Toronto would be $13 a 
ton. This may not be the price with which Al- 
berta coal would have to compete: but it might 
very well be; and in any case is about what it 
would be necessary to be prepared to meet, if 
Alberta domestic is to get into the Ontario market 
and stay there. And unless it can stay, there is 
not much use in attempting to get in. 

Owing to the great distance the railroad rate 
is of course the greater part of the charge on 
Alberta coal in Ontario. If it were mined in Al- 
berta for $3.00 and distributed in Ontario for 
#2.00, a $9.00 freight rate would make the 
Toronto cost 14.00. Even if anthr.cite were 
#15.50 that is scarcely a sufficient margin on 
which to introduce a new coal against a trade so 
well established as that of the anthracite mines 
in Ontario. 

But coal is not being mined in Alberta at $3.00 
a ton, in the mines controlled by the U.M.W.A. ; 
ard cannot be as long as they are in contro] and 
naintain their present policy. Four-fifty and 
five dollars a ton is the cost of coal f.o.b. in the 
domestic mines under U.M.W.A. control, and 
$3.50 in most of the mines not so controlled. 
Distribution charges are generally higher than 
#2.00 and may run as high as $3.00 a ton in east- 
ern cities, A #4.50 cost of production, a $2.50 
cost of distribution and a $9.00 freight rate 
would push the cost of Alberta coal up to $16 a 
ton in Toronto, which is of course prohibitive, 
unless for one cause or another anthracite pro- 
duction fails wholly or partly after August next.

is needed now is a rate low enough to give a rea 
sonable assurance that the man who lays in a 
supply of coal during the current three months 
period will not find himself a loser in the fall 
and winter through a reduction in the price of 
anthracite, Six dollars would be such a rate, but | 
nine dollars is not. 
A six dollar per ton freight charge on a 2,000 
mile haul is of course not an ordinary commercial | 
rate. The railway could not be run and haul all | 
freight at that rate. But it doesn’t have to haul) 
anything but coal at that rate. The fixed charges | 
and overhead must be paid whether a ton of coal | 
is hauled or not. The railway is not hauling coal 
at the present time, If $6.00 per ton would only | 
pay the actual cost of hauling the trains east-| 
ward loaded and back empty, including up-keep | 
of course, there would be no loss to the railway ;| 


jand the resulting inerease of other traffic at| 


higher rates would help to carry the fixed charges | 
and overhead that are not at present being paid) 
out of the present earnings from operation. The| 
principle above set out, is well understood in rail- | 
way operation; but it is seldom if ever applied | 
except in competition with water transport and | 
in the case of foreign traffic. There is no good | 
reason why it should not be applied to the con-| 
ditions which place Ontario householders subject 
to the dictation of United States anthracite 
operators, 

The commercial rate on wheat from Edmon-| 
ton to Ft. William is 26 cents per 100 pounds or 
$5.20 per ton, This is the rate on single carlots at 
any period of the year. Applied to the 2,000 mile 
haul to Toronto it is equal to $8.32 per ton. A 
car of wheat is worth eight times as much to the 
shipper as a car of coal, therefore the railway 
risks eight times as much in hauling wheat as in 
hauling coal in case of accident. Wheat is more 
subject to leakage and damage than coal, Ac- 
cording to accepted railway practice coal is en- 
titled to a lewer rate than wheat. If the wheat 
rate Edmonton to Toronto should be $8.32 the 
coal rate should be ten to fifteen per cent. lower 
Ten per cent reduction would cut the coal rate 
to $7.50 and fifteen per cent. to $7.08, or say $7.00, | 
That is to say a fair commercial rate on coal in 
single car lots at any season of the year would not 
be more than $7.50 per ton and might be as low| 
as $7.00.

But the present rate was not made in the| 
expectation of doing business; and as it is in fact 
prohibitive it is not a subject for serious consider. 
ation in this connection. 

If coal business is to be done between Alberta 
and Ontario it must be done on a large scale and | 
on a measurably permanent basis. That is, tho| 
Ontario dealer must be able to get coal in 
quantity and supply his customers when they 
need it. Also the Alberta operator must have | 
reasonable assurance that coal in ‘quantity will 
find a market in Ontario or he cannot provide 
economically for its production, There must be 
rates that will allow of coal being moved at all 
seasons of the year. Even if a $9.00 rate during 
May, June and July would permit of a coal trade 
being done in those months, the fact that a $12.70 
rate would prevail throughout the rest of the 
year would prevent the building up of a perman- 
ent Ontario business in Alberta coal. 

The great fact in railway transportation in 
the prairie west is the movement of wheat to the 
lake front in the fall months. It is in the interest 
of every citizen that that movement should go 
forward with the least possible hindrance from 
the beginning of harvest about mid-August to the 
close of navigation in early December. But once 
lake navigation has closed there is no reason why 
coal traffic should not occupy the railways to the 
extent to which it may be offered from that date 
until the next harvest is ready to be moved. 

If the statement that it is cheaper to move 
freight in summer than in winter is admitted, as 
it may be, the year is naturally divided into three 
parts for purposes of coal shipment from Alberta 
to Ontario. During May, June, July and the fore 
part of August, while summer conditions prevuil 
and there is no pronounced crop movement, and 
when coal has to be stored for future use, the low- 
est uncommercial rate of $6.00 should apply. From 
the close of navigation when the rush of crop 
movement is over, but while winter conditions pre- 
vail, the commercial rate of $7.00 or $7.50 should 
apply.—that is from mid-December until say the 
end of April. During that period coal is bought) 
for immediate use.

lt is a long way from the Alberta domestic 
coal mines to the cities of Ontario, because Can- | 
ada is a big country. The National railways were 
built at great cost for the express purpose of re- 
ducing the disadvantage of distance between 
Canada east and west by making low freight rates 
possible. They are so constructed as to be able 
to haul freight at lower rates for longer distances 
than any other railways on the continent or in 
the world. They are starving for traffic, as 
Ontario householders were last winter freezmg 
for coal. Alberta coal is completely adapted for 
Ontario use. It is here in absolutely unlimited 
supply. ‘The busingss of the National railway is 
to justify the reason for its construction by the 
service that it renders both to the individual and 
the state. If Alberta domestic coal cannot be 
delivered and sold in Ontario except at loss to the 
railroad, that ends the matter. But the evidence 
is the other way. All the facts are well within 
the knowledge of the railway management. he
